Dear  Listener, 


Bill  Thomas 


This  Folio  is  different  If  you  are  used 

to  our  usual  Folio,  you'll  see  that  this 

October/November  version  is  quite  a 

bit  smaller  than  normal.  The  reason  for 

this  has  strictly  to  do  with  money.  We 

are  going  into  a  year  with  a  very  tight 

budget  (see  below)  and  just  cannot 

afford  to  keep  putting  out  the  grand 

program  guide  that  the  Folio  has  been. 

We  hope  that  you'll  be  able  to  find  the 

basic  listening  information  you  need  with  this  version.  And  we  also  hope 

that  next  year  we  will  raise  the  money  to  start  sending  you  something  better 

again. 

Fighting  Back.  I  have  to  thank  Padfica  Radio  listeners  in  Southern  California 
and  all  over  the  country.  Your  response  to  our  request  for  support  against  the 
right-wing  attack  on  Pacifica  has  been  very  strong.  The  money  raised  has 
enabled  us  to  send  people  to  Washington  to  talk  to  key  legislators  and  their 
staffs,  and  they  have  been  very  interested  in  our  version  of  what  Pacifica  is. 
We  have  also  been  able  to  prepare  for  further  attacks.  Many  of  you  have  writ 
ten  your  own  letters  to  our  California  Senators,  Barbara  Boxer  and  Diane 
Feinstein.  We  appreciate  this,  and  we  expect  them  to  speak  up  if  we  are 
attacked  on  the  Senate  floor. 

At  this  point,  we  don't  know  if  the  right  vfill  continue  to  try  to  use  Pacifica 
to  make  public  broadcasting  the  NEA  of  Qinton's  first  term.  As  in  their 
attacks  on  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  they  ignore  the  vast  major- 
ity of  what  we  do  to  focus  on  a  small,  controversial  part.  In  our  case,  the  part 
they  are  focusing  on  didn't  even  receive  any  federal  funds.  We  hope  that  our 
response  now  will  encourage  them  to  drop  it,  so  that  we  can  put  our 
resources  into  better  programming  instead  of  fighting  them. 

Audience  Reports.  In  my  on-air  reports  to  the  listeners,  I  have  recently  men- 
tioned the  results  of  some  research  on  you,  our  audience.  This  has  gotten  so 
much  response  that  I  feel  required  to  pass  on  some  of  that  information  here 
as  well.  During  the  course  of  a  week,  about  170,0(X)  people  listen  to  KPFK. 
That's  an  increase  of  about  20%  from  the  previous  report.  Chir  listeners  are 
about  evenly  split  between  men  and  women,  and  spread  across  a  range  of 
ages.  We  are  strongest  in  some  of  the  older  ages,  but  have  significant  repre- 
sentation in  listeners  dov^n  to  their  early  20s.  Chir  Africcm-American  listen- 
ership  has  been  growing  over  the  last  few  years,  and  is  now  at  16%,  well 
above  the  percentage  in  the  population.  Latino  listenership  has  also  been 
growing,  and  is  now  up  to  23%;  Of  course  with  Latinos,  this  somewhat  below 
the  30-40%  in  our  population.  Radio  audience  research  doesn't  report  any 
other  ethnic  groups,  but  next  year  the  reports  should  start  including  Asian- 
Americans  as  well. 

When  we  look  at  patterns  of  when  people  listen,  our  morning  and  evening 
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newscasts  stand  out  as  peaks.  It  has  been 
interesting  to  see  that  the  recent  re-schedul- 
ing of  the  Pacifica  Network  News  at  4PM  is 
already  starting  to  show  up  in  a  rise  at  that 
time  Other  high  points  are  the  Morning 
Magazine  programming,  and  most  of 
Satvirday.  With  our  evening  programming, 
Friday  shows  up  the  strongest.  Late  nights 
not  many  KPFK  listeners  have  their  radios 
on,  but  those  that  do  tune  to  KPFK  in  much 
larger  than  usual  percentages,  to  listen  to 
"Something's  Happening." 

KPFK  Cable  Listeners  Alertl  Several  of 
you  listen  to  KPFK  via  cable  radio.  Many 
cable  systems  are  shifting  their  radio  chan- 
nels around,  and  at  least  two  that  we  know 
of  are  dropping  KPFK  (along  with  many 
other  stations)  to  put  on  non-radio  audio 
channels.  The  two  systems  that  we  have 


heard  are  cutting  KPFK  are  in  Bakersfield 
and  Laguna  Beach.  If  you  hear  us  on  cable, 
let  your  cable  company  know  that  you  like 
being  able  to  get  us.  An  audio  music  channel 
might  be  able  to  replace  many  other  sta- 
tions, but  not  KPFK.  We  have  no  ability  to 
insist  that  any  cable  system  carry  us  —  but 
f>eople  who  pay  for  the  cable  service  do. 

Our  Austerity  Budget  We  have  just  fin- 
ished putting  together  our  budget  for  the 
next  12  months,  and  it  is  incredibly  tight. 
Our  fundraising  is  down  somewhat  this 
year,  so  we  are  cautiously  projecting  simi- 
lar levels  for  next  year.  Our  grant  from  the 
Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  is  also 
going  down.  TTiis  grant  is  given  to  all  pub- 
lic stations  that  meet  certain  basic  criteria, 
and  there  are  simply  more  of  them  to  split 
the  money,  as  well  as  some  new  programs 


to  help  minority-owned  and  rural  stations 

From  talking  with  other  public  stations 
and  non-profits,  it  is  clear  that  donations 
are  tougher  to  get  for  all  of  us.  We  presume 
that  this  is  primarily  the  economy. 
Nonetheless,  I  think  by  this  time  next  year 
we'll  see  an  increase  in  our  support  — 
thanks  to  better  programming 
Meanwhile,  we  must  be  even  more  thank- 
ful than  usual  to  you,  the  people  who  are 
donating. 

By  the  time  you  receive  the  next  Folio,  I  will 
be  on  my  way  to  Illinois.  My  wife  and  I  are 
moving  to  be  closer  to  our  parents  whi'e  we 
raise  a  family.  KPFK's  subscribers  are  a 
unique  and  interesting  group.  I've  enjoyed 
very  stimulating  correspwndence  and  con- 
versation with  many  of  you.  I  know  that  you 
will  continue  to  support  this  unique  and 
valuable  radio  station.
